I was glad that Dr. Arnold had an opportunity to confer with you 
in Moscow and to followup on our discussions in Buenos Aires. He 
presented the case for forestry before the meeting of the Joint 
Commission on Cooperation in Science and Technology in Washington 
on March 20, 1973. Academician Zhavoronkov responded in an affirm- 
ative and enthusiastic manner. -1 - ; I 

It is our understanding that 'the Joint Commission endorsed forestry 
as an excellent subject for exchange in science and technology. It 
directed that a joint working group be established to prepare a 
"Memorandum of Cooperation" and recommend proposals for cooperative 
programs to be approved by the Joint Commission. Dr. H. Guyford 
Stever, U.S. Co-chairman of the Joint Commission, has asked the ■ 
Forest Service of the United States Department of Agriculture to be 
the lead agency, on the U.S. side. ‘ ' 

In line with Dr, Arnold's comments that the U.S.S.R. might host a 
first meeting of a joint working group in forestry, I am writing 
to you with a suggestion “for it. Since time is short for planning 
and for official approvals, I am presuming to describe some pos- 
sible details .
